All should do as our brothers the O 
sages ; bring in all the stolen horses—to

ing horses from one another; al! red men 
and white men too, mean it for all—this 
is the first cause of bloodshed: The 
Cherokees our brothers are not present 
but we want to give some of thema talk ; 
they have stragling men passing through 
the country, murdering and stealing— 
this must be put a stop to. I| am talking

I speak asthe authorised Chief of the 
Muscogees--—Gén. Mclmosh. One thing 
more, ina ‘Treaty with the Uuited States 
we are p edged provection. 

Troops by agreement are to be sta 

tioned at Chotrau's Trading House, up 
the Canadian, and also up the Arkansas, 
at *Ufosloshago’ Town. 
When we shal! all get at peace sgain 
with the different tribes, the troops may 
be recalled or dispensed with Ke. Wheu 
ever you meet your friends tell them these 
troops are placed there for our protectivn. 
The Principal Chief of our different 
rrothers must assemble their people when 
they get home and explain all this; this 
is the last word | have to say. The next 
veneral council we will invite our broth- 
ers through the different United States, 
agents, to ensure their safe delivery. 


Young men sometimes travel into the 
dark, and are not enough mindful of this 
good talk. lam done. If any of our 
brothers want to talk they can do so, if 
not the geveral business of the council 
will be closed.

A SCOTCH RIDDLE.

He is not the Wandering Jew, 
nor.the son of Nouh, nor the Levite, 
not, St. John of Jerusalem, as some have 
falsely supposed; for. before they were 
he was.—-T'he Lloly Scriptures frequent. 
ly make mention cf him. pirticularly in 
St Mark, St Luke. and St John. 
He is no imposter—he knows not his 
pareots, not ever sucked his mother's 
breasis. His beard ia red as vermillion; 
he goes ba te oed like a Friar; he 
drinks no wine nor strong drink —but wa 
ter only. His diet is moderate ; he takes 
no money if offered to him; he wears no 
hat; his coal is neither wove nor spun, 
and yet is ol a very fine color. He de- 
sp.sc8 the pomp and grangeur of this 
present og’, for he had rather dwell in a 
barn than in a King's palace; vet is he 
neat and clean beyond imagination. He 
walketh with neither sword or spear, 
vet he walketh boldly and uprightly in 
the face of his enemy. tle can, if he 
pleaseth, encounter the strongest main — 
and wild bensts fly before him in amaze- 
ment: at the sound of his voice they are 
dismayed and terrified. He is ofien a- 
bused by the wicked, yet he tikes it pa- 
tiently. He lets all men alone with their 
religion; he is neither a Baptist or Prots 
as ant, he ca's no flesh in Lent; he ix 
very watchful, he sleeps not in bed, but 
sits up all night with his clothes on; he 
eros out on this wicked world with out- 
stretched arms. [le is an excellent pat- 
tern to all mankind, for he is loud and 
joyous, and his voice raiseth up the peo- 
ple to labor, by telling them the day of 
the Lord is at hand; nay, the very doors 
and windows fly open at his prophecies. 
Poor women, who have bad husbands. 
have reason to rejoice that there is such 
a prophet come into this part of the world. 
to set before their sottish husbands such 
a pattern of sobriety; both men and 
women, who follow his example, may live 
to a good old age, for he was with Noah 
ia the Ark, and was when Christ was 
crucified: vet he cenies no article of the 
Christian Faith. Es voice is shrill and 
powerful, He once preached a sermon 
which convinced a man of his sins, and 
caused him te weep most bitterly for 
swearing and lying; yet he is contented 
to sit down with the insults of wicked 
men; but when the Lord cometh to judge 
the world in righteousness, he will not be 
charged with sin. The people flock dails 
to see him, and are sure he is no impos- 


ter: so that they even send their friends 


and relations to see him.

He iilted up his voce on a 
sudden with surprising strength of lung~ 
and shriliness of accent, and with out 
stretched arms, that amazed me, and im 
medately a multitude surrounded him 
whom he intreated to eat with him. By 
what means provisions came there | know 
not, the field being to all appearance bar- 
ren; but | am confident they all did eat.

NAUVOO IN THE PACIFC O- 
CEAN. 

A correspondent of the Newark 
Advertiser, degcribing a number of 
the islands of the Pacific, alludes to 
one called Nauvoo, the Pearl of the 
Pacilic. It is said to be an isolated 
spot, some thirty or forty miles in cir- 
cuit, distant some three or four de- 
zrees from any other land, containing 
from 1000 to 1500 inhabitants. There 
is every variety of scenery——hill, dale, 
ind valley, delighjfully intersperse:, | 
covered with verdant trees, and a- 
bounding in all kinds of tropical fruits, 
i salubrious climate, which is so warm 
that clothing can be easily dispensed 
with, consequentiv no more is worn 
than a proper respect for decency re- 
quires. The natives themselves seem 
o be tinctured with its mildness, and 
every thing moving in its atmosphere 
possesses unusualdlocility. Emphati- 
cally it is the abode of innocence and 
ences It is governed by a King and 
a Governor, who have complete con- 
trol over all the affuirs of the inhabi- 
tants. 


farce, sees them carried out, purchases 
and sells for each individual, when 
trading with strangers in the public 
mart, though those who wish can dis- 
pose of their own at their option. 
Their laws aré véry simple, and are 
chiefly confined to the usual duties of 
parents to children, the suppression of 
vice and the inculcation of virtue—of 
which honesty, hospitality and chasti- 
ty are the most cardinal, and wo be- 
tide the delinquent! His punishment 
is speedy and severe. Disobedience 
and want of respect in children to pa- 
rents, are most severely punished by 
castigation, lacerating the back of the 
offender in some conspicuous place as 
in indellible mark of disgrace, though.

Works of Art:—Mr. Lester, United 
States Consul of Genoa, has brought vit 
him two works of art, which have afford-~ 
ed us a great deal of pleasure. One is 
an original portrait of Americus Vespus 
cius, the only one in Italy, and which 
wos presented to Mr. L. by the family. 
It wes taken by Brongino, and has been 
preserved by the lineal descendants of 
the Vespucci family with the greatest 
care. It represents Vespucci with a 
chart in his hand, aud apparentiy con- 
templating the distand ocean he is to trav~ 
erse. The head seems to have been 
shaven like that of d monk, but the Whole 
face presents nothing particularly pre- 
posessing. The picture is accompanied 
with undoubted testimonials of its otigi- 
nality, among others, a letter from the 


Grand Duke of Tuscany. It shows the 
state of art at that time, and by its freshe 


ness. preserved through so long a period, 
exhibits the great skill of the artist. The 
Vespucci family are poor. Two daugh- 
thers are engaged in teaching school, 
while the son, the only lineal male de- 
scendant, is employed in the Treasur 
Department of the government, at à sal- 
ary less thana hundred dollars. The 
„ howeve, sup. 
plies the wants of the family from his 
own pocket. Mr. L. was the first Amer- 
ican that had ever called on the family, 
and they were deeply affected by the 
compliment, as they had been before 
mortified at the neglect of our country- 
men. They are deeply chagrined at 
the conduct of heir sister, who, after 
having Seen * of some dozen 
of men, had the impudence to ask out 
government fora grant of land to ber- 
self, as the only descendant of the Vess 
pucci family. We hope this portrait 
willadorn the Capitol; for it cot lait ly 
‘should be a natural picture. 

The other gem of art we referred to is 


a modern work, executed by a monk be 


louging toa convent in Genoa. It isa 
crucifix scene.
